General Mark W. Clark has asked me to convey to you the 
following request for clearance of individual Members of this 
Task Force and its staff:

These two men are members of a group of three that the 
Task Force is sending to observe activities of an intelligence 
nature in the Pacific Ocean area, It is requested that they 
be cleared to receive information concerning and to have access 
to CIA activities, both overt and covert.
